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FOREWORD 


Civil disturbances are a possibility in many localities 
* n United States. Some may be of such proportions 
and violence as to require the State Governor to request 

Federal troops be used to bring the situation under 
control and to it ’aw and order. Others may not be 

°f such seriousness as to warrant the use of troops, but 
are serious enough to cause local civil authorities to 

request local military commanders for assistance and 
support . 


This plan is issued in support of USAF OPlan 355-10, 
GARDEN PLOT, and provides basic guidance for the develop- 
ment of plans/procedures required at all levels for Air 
Force Reserve support if military civil disturbance con- 
trol forces are employed. It also provides guidance and 
direction regarding actions AFRES base commanders are 
authorized to take when requests for assistance are re- 
ceived from local civil authorities in civil disturbance 
situations where military forces are not used. 


Although this plan covers only these two basic conditions, 
it does not in any way preclude an Air Force commander 
from using his forces to protect his installation or 
other Federal property when endangered by group acts of 
unlawful violence and disorder. This subject is covered 
in AFRES base plans number 35S-11, which are compliment- 
ary to this plan. 


Your recommendations for improvement in the guidance pro- 
vides by this plan are solicited and should be submitted 
to the Director of Plans (AFRXPL) , DCS/Plans, HO AFRES.

4. Commanders of all tasked organizations are authorized 
to reproduce this plan ot to extract and reproduce all por* 
tions which are essential and necessary for planning and 
operational purposes. 


5. Twelve copies of AFRR supporting plans or supplements 
will be distributed to HQ AFRES (AFRXFL) within 30 days 
after receipt of this plan. Distribution to other agencies 
will be as prescribed by AFRES Regulation 28*1.

The provisions of this plan supersede all previous 


directives on the subject of planning for the control of 
civil disturbances, other than on or at an AFRES base.

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3. CONCEPT OF OPERATIONS: 


• • Operations of Friendly Forces : 

(1) The Federal Bureau of Investigation (FBI) 
is the executive agency in the CONUS for reporting in- 
formation pertaining to the threat of civil disturbances 
and on the influence and involvement of cosqypiist, other 
subversive and radical elements within the organized 
anti-Vietnam protest movement, and anti-draft activities. 
Reports of that agency are provided on a timely and con- 
tinuing basis to the Directorate of Special Investigations 
(IG), USAP and 1** p*eld offices. 

(2) The Office of Special Investigations (OSI), 
Directorate of Special Investigations, HQ USAF, provides 
available information relating to threatened or actual 
demonstrations, riots, and other forms of civil disobedi- 
ence and situations which could reach such proportions as 
to require the use of military forces under current stat- 
utes. This includes reports and analyses of plans, prep- 
arations and any buildup of conditions which could lead 
to civil disturbances. OSI will not duplicate national 
press, radio, and other public media which usually provides 
extensive, rapid, and reasonably accurate information con- 
cerning serious outbreaks of civil disorders. It will, 
however, provide supplemental coverage and any assess- 
ments and briefings which nay be required to interpret 

the significance of situations, trends, and developments 
with particular reference to AFRES support responsibili- 
ties. 


b. Counterintelligence Information . Counterintelli- 
gence reports will provide information regarding: 

(1) Significant situations, patterns, and trends 
relating to the threat of civil disturbances, including 
plans, operations, deployment, tactics, techniques, and 
capabilities of individuals, groups, and organisations 
which are attempting to impair U.S, military capabilities 
through demonstrations, civil disobedience, and other 

disruptive operations. 

(2) Civil disturbances affecting military instal- 
lations or of sufficient magnitude to indicate possible 
employment of federal troops to preserve or restore order. 

J 11 Indicators of violence and disturbances as 
by increased activities, propaganda, reports 
and rumors of violence, presence of instigators and mil- 
itant leaders and cadres, sales of weapons and identi- 
fiable tensions.

AFR 355-11 - Enforcement of Order at Air Force In- 
stallations, Control of Civil Disturb- 
ances, and Support of Disaster Relief 
Operations 

1. GENERAL SITUATION : 

a. Although the Army is primarily responsible for 
civil disturbance operations, the Air Force may be called 
upon to provide logistical and air base stating support 
to ground forces directed to the objective areas. Con- 
currently , where civil disturbances are imminent or are 
simultaneously occurring within objective areas, civil 
disturbances or other hostile actions could be directed 
against AFRES bases. Therefore, Security Police units 
must develop and maintain a fundamental proficiency in 
civil disturbance/riot control techniques, in addition 

to maintaining a capability for the protection of on- 
base resources, facilities, and personnel. 

b. Local civil authorities are primarily responsible 
for maintaining order outside the perimeter of an AF base. 
Close and continuing coordination with those authorities 
and the OSI should minimize the chance of an emergency 
situation arising so suddenly and unexpectedly that no 
advance preparations can be made. 

2. MISSION . To provide Security Police forces: 

a. As required to support and assist ground forces 
during base staging operations. 

b. To protect on-base resources, facilities, and 
personnel and insure the uninterrupted accomplishment of 

the Air Force mission. 

c. To render authorized assistance to civil author- 
ities . 

3. EXECUTION: 


a. Tasks for AFRF.S bases : 

(1) Insure that all military security police 
receive the required civil disturbance riot control 
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training. (Instructional package developed by ATC In 
May 1968 consisting of 12 Hours of training. This course 
will be given every 6 Months for continued proficiency.) 

(2) Insure that Military augmentation personnel 
are trained in basic security police duties to assume 
these duties when security police are combating civil 
distrubances. 

(3) Develop plap.s ano « capability to provide 
for the protection of AFKES base resources* facilities 
and personnel to insure the uninterrupted and successful 
accomplishment of the Air Porce mission. 

(4) Develop plans and a capability for an on-base 
transition to emergency security operations to maintain 
adequate weapon system security on bases possessing aero- 
space operational resources. 

(5) Provide support and assistance to civil dis- 
turbance control task forces during base staging and ob- 
jective area operations by providing for appropriate ex- 
pansion of traffic and circulation control of all movements 
of ground units on AFRES bases. 

b. Procedure for Supplementing AFRF.S Forces : 

(1) Specially trained and eouipped Security Police 
units are maintained in an advanced state of readiness at 
several Air Force bases. These units are capable of being 
deployed within 12 hours (6 hours with prior alerting) to 
other AF bases for the purpose of protecting on-hase re- 
sources facilities and personnel and insuring uninterrupted 
accomplishment of the Air Force mission. Such forces may 
be available for deployment to an AFRES base if it is seri- 
ously threatened by a civil disturbance. 

(2) In the event that an AFRFS base commander be- 
lieves that there is a serious threat to his installation, 
and that his available resources are not capable of con- 
taining or controlling it, an OPREP-3 report will be sub- 
mitted in accordance with Annex X without delay. The 
decision whether to deploy forces in support of an AFRES 
base will be made at HQ USAF. That decision will be 
relayed by the AFRES Command Post as soon as it is known. 

(3) The force will be redeployed in accordance 
with HQ USAF instructions when the situation has eased 
sufficiently that the base security force can maintain 
control .

a. The specialised equipment, training, and authority 
of civil engineering forces provides a major potential for 
assistance to civil authorities in maintaining utility 
services, leasing real property, fighting fire, and provid- 
ing temporary shelter for the protection of life and prop- 
erty during civil disturbances. However, due to the sensi- 
tive nature of military involvement, support provided civil 
authorities in connection with civil disturbances must be 
controlled as prescribed by Annex W. 

b. In the case of firefighting assistance. Air Force 
commanders are authorised to approve or disapprove requests 
from civil authorities for assistance in fighting fires 
caused by civil disturbances pursuant with specific legis- 
lative authority of preagreements with civil authorities. 

In each instance, whether assistance is provided or denied, 
the action taken will be promptly submitted in accordance 

with Annex X. 

c. In those instances which involve the outleasing of 
air base property, with or without associated utility serv- 
ices, Air Force commanders are authorised to approve or 
disapprove requests from civil authorities for the tempo- 
rary use of Air Force real property necessitated by civil 
disturbances; however, a report of the action taken will 

be promptly furnished in accordance with Annex X. Similar 
authority and responsibility is vested in Air Force com- 
manders in regard to the temporary occupancy of Air Force 
property by military forces and Federal personnel, such as 
US Marshals. In such cases, it will be assumed that only 
expedient type improvements would be made and that these 
could be made by the user. Reimbursement for Air Force 
costs involved should be provided for in joint use agree- 
ments executed under provisions of AR 35-274/AFR 172-3.

AFRES base commanders may receive requests from local 
civil authorities for the use of USAF resources in connec- 
tion with potential or actual civil disturbances which are 
not of such seriousness as to warrant the use of military 
forces by the President. 

2. MISSION : 

To outline DOD policy and establish procedures for 
authorizing and providing USAF resources to civil auth- 
orities in civil disturbance situations (potential or 
actual) . 

3. POLICY AND PROCEDURES : 
a. Basic Policy : 

(1) The loan of military resources to civil auth- 
orities is intended to be a temporary measure to assist 
civil authorities meet an urgent need which cannot be 
satisfied from available civil resources in the event of 
an actual or threatened civil disturbance condition. 

(2) In those cases where requests received from 
civil authorities are not time urgent, installation 
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commanders will encourage the u»e of local or atate re* 
sources rather than USAF resources* 


(3) Requests fro* civil authorities for resources 
received by non -military DOD agencies (Defense St^ply 

Agency, Defense Communications Agency, Defense Atouic 
Support Agency, Defense Intelligence Agency) nay be re- 
ferred to an APRES contender* In such a case, the re* 
uest will be handled as though it had been received 
irectly fron civil authorities. 


b. Loan A ^ t 

(1) In the event a civil disturbance is occurring 
when a request is made for the loan of USAF materiel and 
the request is approved in accordance with paragraph 3c, 
an agreement will be executed with the borrower which will 
provide for: 


(a) Posting of a cash bond in an amount equi- 
valent to the value of the materiel loaned as a condition 
precedent to making the loan; 

(b) Forfeiture of that bond in the event that 
the material is not returned to Air Force custody within 
the specified time period. Forfeiture of the bond does 
not constitute a sale of the equipment and its return will 
still be required; 

(c) Reimbursement for expendable supplies 

used ; 

(d) Return of borrowed equipment to Air Force 
custody within 15 days or upon termination of the dis- 
turbance, whichever occurs first. The commander providing 
the materiel is authorised to grant one extension of not 
more than 15 days. Requests for additional extensions 
should disturbances continue must be referred to HQ USAF 
for action. 

(2) In the event a request is made for the loan 
of USAF materiel in anticipation of a civil disturbance, 
approving authorities as specified by paragraph 3c, may 
approve such a request only when the borrower has ini- 
tiated procurement action to obtain the items and there 
is a substantial lead time before the items are delivered. 
Loan agreements with the borrower will contain the same 
provision as in (1) above, except that the return date is 
to be on or before the delivery date of the items on pro- 
curement. No extensions will be granted.

(2) It must be recognized that reaction time 
of deployed forces may he as long as 12 hours from time 
of alerting. Therefore, an early assessment of probable 
need and expeditious reporting is essential. 

b. Reporting requests for assistance received from 
civil authorities for GROUP ONE, TWO, or THREE resources 

(see Annex W) in accordance with Rule 6, Event/Incident 
Report (JOPRF.P JIFFY BF.ELTNE) and paragraph 2, below. 

2. Each request for: 

a. GROUP ONE and GROUP TWO resources will be reported 
immediately by voice. The voice report will he followed 
by a record JOPREP JIFFY message (Immediate Precedence), 
in the format prescribed by paragraph 5 below. 

b. GROUP THREE resources will be reported by a 

record copy JOPREP JIFFY message (Immediate Precedence),
